The 
diaphgram is the chief breathing muscle and al- 
tho it is controlled by the will it works constant- 
ly as an automatic, indeed the only automatic vol- 
untary muscle in the body. 
Diaphragmatic breathing is the natural and best 


way to breathe. It is the way we breathe when 
asleep or unconscious. It is the way a savage, man 
or woman, breathes. It is the way a civilized man 
breathes if he has not acquired bad breathing 
habits by false physical culture practices.

civilized

with 
her belly restrained or 


splinted or put out of.. action by corsets and tight 
waistbands, breathes largely with the upper chest, 
in the manner called thoracic breathing, because 
her diaphragm is embarrassed

her clothing. 


And civilized woman pays dearly for this interfer- 
ence with nature, suffering with all sorts of dis- 
orders of the abdomnial and pelvic organs. These 
disorders she is fond of attributing to

weakness of her sex, but if there is any inherent 
weakness it is due entirely to her pathological 
mode of dress.

Imagine the res- 
piratory movement begins in tho toes o£ Vour 
right foot and travels gradually -upward to the 
middle of your body on the right side, across to 
the left side, and then gradually down to the toes 
of the left foot. Follow each inspiration this way 
up to the middle of the body and down the other 
side as you expire. At the same time try how 
high, without force, the hand is lifted as the belly

Dr. Lund attributed Sweden's suc-

RESEMBLES TANK

he could do the same work 
in

United States was emphasized at the 
celebration here of the anniversary 
of the Sweden-American Foundation 
when 200 Americans and Swedes ex- 
changed fecilitations upon the pro- 
gress made in this movement. Efforts 
to make Americans and Swedes bet- 
ter acquainted with one another have 
been in progress for three years and 
now are about to culminate in the es- 
tablishment of the high-power radio 
station on the west coast of Sweden 
by which direct communication with 
America will be attained for the first 
time in history. The Sweden-Ameri- 
can Foundation led the movement for 
the construction of this station hut 
its main function is to promote the 


exchange of scholarships between the 
two countries. 


To show how the two countries are 


being brought closer together it was 
pointed out at the celebration that 
13 Swedish students will spend this 
academic year fn American institu 
tions of learning while 10 American 
students will study in Sweden.

300,000 at the time of the armistice. 
While the majority held only war- 
time commissions, there were a large 
number of veterans for whom the lift- 
ing smoke of the conflict revealed 
that they had suddenly been uprooted 
from their chosen careers and were 
forced to begin afresh in new fields. 
It was especially difficult for the aged 
officers, who were no longer vigou- 
ous and adaptable enough to battle 
effectively in an economic maelstrom 
already burdened with keen competi- 
tion.

Beers' corps of 55,760, of whom 50,-

FISHING WATERS 


I would rather have a light wind 


breaking the water in small waves 
anytime than fish when the water is 
perfectly calm and quiet. When the 
surface is broken a trifle with just 
enough wind to keep your boat mov- 
ing along slowly, then the fishing is 
usually its best". This applies particu- 
larly to casting for bass, and for mus- 
kellunpre let me have quite a nice 
dash to the water with a few waves 
breaking here and there, for that is 
the time the old rough fighter likes 
to swim around feeding on the other 
fish which have a hard time keeping 
their sea legs jj.nd not much time to 
look out for the savage old barbarian 
who is out hunting them. 


The bright sunny day is about the 


poorest fishing day and this is par- 
ticularly so in July and August when 
the hot rays of the sun make the 
shore waters uncomfortable and the 
fish go down in the holes for a cool- 
Ing off. When the day is cloudy, how- 
ever, one can fish right along and 
fish at home in their usual haunts 
than when the sun is burning through 
one's shirt. In the early and late sea- 
son, however, the' game fish are just 
as actively on the feed when the sun 
is out as any other time, and in fact 
•the warmth of the sun brings them to 
the shallows at that period.

season that the warm weather is soon 
going to fade away aiia they like to 
sport around and feed in its warm 
rays that penetrate into the shallow 
water, and enjoy life a trifle before 
the ice sends them way' down below 
for the winter.

shanks and the soot rubbed off from 
the fireclay and a wire screen set in 
front the fireplace, it can appear just 
as attractive as when "in use. 


If one's furnishings and woodwork 


are in the more delicate colorings such 
as French ivory or gray, or perhaps 
mahogany, brass andirons would be 
appropriate unless wrought iron of ela- 
borate French or Italian design with 
a bit of polychrome is used 
There 


are* several kinds of brass which are 
offered 
There is- the plain polished 


brass which needs considerable elbow 
grease to keep 
in condition 
Then 


there is the lemon or satin lacquered 
which needs no polishing except an 
occasional wiping off with an oil rag 
The lacquered brass pieces should keep 
their finish two or three years befoie 
needing refinishing again 
One of the best finishes for brass is 
what is known as "burnt brass" or 
oxidized brass, appearing 
like dull 


bronze. This finish requires little care 
and even if the lacquer wears off the 
natural tendency of'the metal is to 
imitate the general color of the and 
iron. The oxidized brass with clean- 
ing such as one would give his furni- 
ture should last over a long period 
Andirons of this color give that wholly 
desirable appearance of having been in 
the home for years.
